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They continued heere ſome two yeares, 
conuerſing and trading together with the 
Hollanders , by vertue of the (layd Treaty, 
in which tyme there fell out ſundry diffe- 
rences and debats betweene them; the En- 
glich complayning,that the Hollanders did 
not onely lauish away much-money in 
building and vnneceſlary expenſes vpon 
the Fortes, and otherwiſe, and bring large 
and vntrcaſonable reckonings thereof to 
the common account : Burt alſo, did for 
their part pay the Garriſons with victuals 
and cloath of Coramande , which they put 
off tothe ſoldiers at rhree or foure tymes 
the Valew it colt them, yet would not al- 
low of the Fnglish Companies part of 
the ſame charge, but only in ready mony, 
thereby drawing from the English, which 
ought to pay but one third part, more 


| then two thirds of the whole true charge. 


Hereypon, and vpon the like occa- 
ſions grew ſome diſcontents and diſputes. 
And complaints were-ſent to Jaccarray in

bout theſe and ather differences-, conti; 
nued, and; daily increaſed; varill at laſt, 
there was a ſword found, at once to cut in 
ſunder that,.knot., which the tedious dil- 
putes. of Amboyna, and Jaccatray could not 
vntye.. And this was vicd in. this manner 
as followeth. | 
Aboutthe eleucnth of February 1622. 
Stylo ver. a, Taponeſe, ſouldier of the Dutch 


in thcir Caſtle of Amboyna, walking in the 


night ypon the walles; came to the Cen#« 
tinell, being a Hollander, & there among 


other y

other talke asked him ſome queſtions, tou- 
ching the ſtrength of the Caltle , and the 
people that were therin. | 
It is to be noted , that the Iaponeſes, of 
whome there were not thirty in all the 
Wand , did for the. moſt part, ſeruc the 
Dutch as ſouldiers; yet were not of theyr 
truſty Band alwaycs lodged in the Caſtle, 
but vpon occaſion called out of the towne, 
to alliſt in-the Watch. This Iaponeſe afore- 
ſayd, was for hisſayd conference with:the! 
Centinell ;appreheoded vpon ſuſpition of 
Treaſon,and put to the torture,and theres, 
by (as ſome of the Dutch affirmed)forced. 
to confclle himſelfe, and ſundry others 
of his Country-men there, to haue contri- 
ued the taking of the Caſtle. Hereupon 
other: Iaponeſes were examined and tortu« 
red, as alſo a Portugeſe, Guardian ofthe 
Slaues,, vnder the Dutch. During this ex« 
amination,which continued three or foure: 
daycs, ſome of the Englishmen weat 'to &: 
from the Caſtle ypon theyr buſineſle , faw 
Me  _ 


the Priſoners, heard of theyr Tortares; 
and of the crime laid co their charge ; bur 
all chis while ſuſpeRed nor'that this mart: 
rer did any way concerne-them(clues, ha- 
uing acuer had any Conucriation with 
the Taponeſes, nor with the Portugeſe atore- 
fayd. 

F At the ſame tyme, there was one Abel 
Price, Surgeon of the English , Priſoner in 
the Caſtle, for offring in his drunkenes to 
ſer aDutch-mans houſc on ficr , TT his fel- 
low the Dutch tooke, & shewed him ſome 
of the I aponeſes, whome they had firſt moſt 
gricuouſly tortured, and tould him, chat 
they had confeiſed the Enpglish to hauc 
been of theyr contederacy for the taking 
of the Caſtle: And that it he would nor 
c6ofeſſe the ſame, they would yſc him euen 
as they had done thoſe 1aponeſes , and worſe 
alſo. Having given hini the torture, they 
ſoone made him-conteſle what cuer they 
asked him © This was the 15. of February 
1622 , Stylo weteri . Forthwith about _ 
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- of theclocke the ſame morning, they ſent 
for Caprayne Towerſon, and the reſt of the 
English, that were in towne , to come to 
ſpeake with the Gouernour in the Caſtle. 
They all went , faue one that was lefte to 
keepe the houſe. Being come to the Ga- 
uernour , he tould Capraine Towerſon, that 
himſelfe and others of his nation were ac- 
cufed of a conſpiracie to ſurpriſe the Ca- 
ſle, and therefore yatill further tryall, 
they were all to remaine Priſoners, In- 
ſtancly they alſoattached him that was lefe 
at home in the houſe, rooke the marchan- 
dizc of the English Company there, into 
their owne cuſtody by Inucatory, and (ci-. 
zed all the cheſts, boxes, bookes, writin 
and other things in the. English. Houſe, 
Captane Towerſon- was committed' to his. 
chamber;with a gnatd of Dutch fouldiery, . 
Emmanuel Tompſon was kept priſoner in: 
the Caltle; thereſtifent aboard the-Hol. 
land ships then riding in-the Harboer,ſome 
'ro 0nev$hip,; atid ſome to another;;'and all 
ls - wade

made falt in Trons. 1! GG 0 
The ſame day alſo the Gouernour 
ſent to the two other FaRtories in the ſame 
Hand,to apprehend the reſt of the English 
there: So that Samuel-Calſon, Tohn Clarke, 
- and George Sherrock that were found in the 
Fatory at Huto, and VP Uliam Gregs, and 
Tobn Sadler at Larika,were all braugh pri- 
ſoners'to 4mboyna the 16.:0f February: vpon 
which day alſo Iohn Poole, Toh V Verberell, & 
Thomas Ladbroke wexe apprehended at. Ca+ 
* telloand Loho,and brought in Irons ta 4w- 
hoyna, the 20. day of the ſame moneth. 

In the meane tyme the Goucrnour & 
and Fiſcall went: to worke with the-priſo. 
ners, that were alrcady there, And. frſt 
they ſent for Iobn Beamont, and Timothy 
Tohnſan from; aboard che Ynicarne;, who 
being come intothe Galtle ;- Beamont: was 
kft with a guard in-che Hall, and Jobn- 
fon Was taken. in ;:1\to-am other ro0Mme, 
where, by: and by: Beamone. beard; hich ery 
out Yery pirtitully;thenro.be CR 
« 1 oy _ WANC, 
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while, & then aloud againe. After this taft 
of the torture, Abel Price the Surgeon that 
was firſt examined & tortured , as is abouc 
remembred, was brought in, to confront 
and accuſe him : but Tobnſon not yet con- 
felling any 0s; thing was quickly carried 
out, atid lohnſos brought againe to the tor- 
rure, where Beamont heard him fometyme 
cry aloud, then quiet againe,then to roarc 
afresh . At laſt, after he had bene about an 
houre in this ſecond examination , he was 
brought forth wayling and lamenting , all 
wet, and cruelly burnt in diuers partes of 
his Body, and ſo layd afidein a place 
of the-Hall; with a"ſouldier to watch him 
that he Should ſpeake with no body, 

Then was Emmanuel Tompſon brought 
to.examination, not in the' roome where 
lobafou had bene, but in another ſomthiog 
further from the Hall; yer Beamont being 
in the Hall heatd him roare moſt lamen- 
tably many tymes, Atlaſt, afteran houre 
and ©Raffe (pence in xormenting him, he 
$5 C Was 
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was carried away into another roome an- 
other way, ſo that he came not by Beamont 
through the Hall. Next was Beamont cal- 
led in, and being demanded many things, 
which he denied all with deep oathes and 
roteſtations , was made faſt to be tortu- 
red, a cloath tyed about his necke, and 
ewo men ready with their buckets of water 
to be powred on his head; but yer for this 
tyme the Gouernour bad looſe him,ſaying 
he would ſpare him a day or two, becauſe 
he was an o'd man. This uv as all Saturdaics 

worke, the 15. of February aforcſaid. 
Vpon $unday the 16 .. of February, 
FT illiam Vebber , Edward Collins , Ephrem 
Ramſey , and Robert Broyne were fercht fr6 
aboard the Rotterdam, to be examined; & 
at the ſame tyme came Samuel Colfon , Wile 
liam Gregs, Tohn Clarke,George Sherrocke and 
Tobn Sadler from Hitte, & Larika, & were 
immediatly vpon their arriuall broughe 
into the Caſtle Hall. 1 The: 9 
Robert Browne the Taylor was firſt called 
Itty

in, who being tormented with water, cone 
fefled all in order as the Fiſcall asked him, 
[Then was Edward Collins called in,& tould 
thatthoſc that were formerly examined, 
had confelled him as acceſlary to the plot 
of taking the Caſtle;which whe he denicd- 
wich. great oathes and proteſtarions , they 
made his hands & feet faſt ro the racke, 
bound a cloath about his throate ready to 
be putto rhe torture of water , T hus pres 

arcd, he defired to.haue alittle reſpyte, & 
be would confeſle all . Being then let 
downe , he againe vowed and proteſted 
his Innocency , yet ſayd, that becauſe he 
knew chey would by.rorture make him c6» 
teſle any thing neuer (o falſe, they should 
doe him a great 'fauour to tell him , what 
they would haue him ſay, and he would 
{ pom it, to auoyd the torture, The Filcall 
thereupon ſayd : Whatdoe you mocke vs, 
and bad vp wich him againe : and ſo gaue 
him the torment of water , which he not 
able long to endure, prayed to be let down 
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agayne to his confeſſion. Then' he deut- 
{cd alittle with himſelfe, and tould then, 
that about 'two monthes and a halfebe- 
fore; Himlelfe, Tompſon, Tobnſon, Browne & 
Fardel, bad plotted, with the helpe of the 
Taponeſes, to ſurpriſe the Caſtle , There he 
was interrupted by the Fiſcall, and asked 
whether Captarne Towerſon-were not of that 
conſpiracic ? He anſwered no. You lyeſaid 
the Fifcall ; did nor he call you all ro him, 
and tell you; that thoſe daily abuſes of the 
Dutch had cauſed him to thinke of a plot, 
and that he wanted nothing bur your con+ 
feats & ſecreſie? 1 hen ſayd a Dutch Mer- 
chant, one Toby: Tooft, that ſtood by :- Did 
not you all ſweare vpon a Biblerto be (c- 
cret:to- him ? Collms anſyered with great 
outhes , that he knew nothing of any ſuch 
matter Then they bad make him faſt a- 
gaine'to the racke: wherupon he then ſaid 
all was: true that chey:;had fpoken * Then 
the-Fiſcall asked-bim; whether the English 
in the reſt of che Factories were! not con- 
| ſcating 
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\ fenting to this plot ? He anſwered no. The 
Fiſcall then asked him, whether the preſi- 
der for the English at Iaccatray, or M.Wel- 
den Agcnt in Banda,were not plorters, or 
priuy to this buſincſſe? Againe heanſwe- 
red no. The the Fiſcall asked him,by whiat 
meancs the Taponeſes should hauc executed 
their purpoſe? W hereat when Collins ſtood 
ſtaggering, Ong of (ome probable 
Fiction , the Filcall helped him, and faid : 
Should not two Taponeſes hauc gone to ch: 
int of the Caſtle, and two to the Gouer- 
nours Chamber dore , & when the hurly- 
burly had byn without, & the Goucrnour 
comming to {ce whatwas' the matter,;then 
the Iaponeſes to haue killed him? Heere one 
that ſtood by, ſayd to the Fiſcall : Doe not. 
tell him- what. he should ſay , butlethim 
ſpeake of himſelfe. Wherupon the Fiſcall, 
without atreading the anſwere to his for- 
mer queſtion , asked what the Taponeſes 
should haut had for their reward:? Collins 
anſwered; A thouſand Ryalls apecce. Laſt- 
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ly he axked him when this plot should 


hauc bene executed? W hereunto althoy gh 


he anſwered him nothing, not knowing 
what to deviſe ypon a fuddaineyet he was 
diſmiſled, & was very glad to come cleere 
of the torture , though with certaine be- 
liefe, that he should dye for this his con- 
fellion. _ * & 

| Next was Samuel Colſon brought in, be- 
ing:newly arrived from Hzzto, as is before 


touched, and was the ſame day brought co. 


the Torture, who for feare of the payne 
wherwith he ſaw Coll;ys come our in ſuch a 
caſe, that his eycs. were almoſt blowne out 
of his. head, with the torment of water, 
choſc rather to cofeſſe all they asked him, 
and ſo was quickly diſmiſled , coming out 
weeping , and lamenting, and proteſting 
his lnnogency. 

T hen was Tohn Clarke that came with 
Colſon from Hitto , ferchedin , anda little 
after was heard by the reſt that were with- 
outin the Hall, rocry out amayne. They 

tor- 
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tortured him with water, and with fer for 
the ſpace of two houres, T he manner of 
his torture((as allo of Tohnſons 8& Tompſons) 
was as followeth . Firſt they hoyſed bim 
Vp by the hands with a cord, vpona large 
dore , where they made him faſt ypon:two 
ſtaples of Iron , faſtened on both fides.0n 
the top of the dore poſts), haling his hads 
one from the other as wide as they could 
ſtrerch . Being thus made. faſt , his fects 
hunge ſome two foote from the ground, 
which alſo they ſtretched aſunder as far 
as they could reach, & ſo made them faſt 
beneath to the dore poſts on ech ſide. The 
they bound a cloath about his necke and 
face, ſocloſe, that little or no water could 
goc by: that done they powred it foftely 
ypon bis head ,;;vatill the cloath was full 
vpto his mouth & noſtrils , & ſomewhat 
higher, ſo that he copld not draw breath, 
but he muſt withall ſucke in the water. 
' |. - Whenhobaddrunke his body full, 
then began his payne; for then the'water 
| being 
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being ſtill continued to be powred ſoftely, 
forced his excrements to come our at his 
noſe & eyes, and often, as it were ſtifling 
& choaking him, at lengreh tooke away his 
breath, & brought him to aſound or fain- 
ring!'T hen they tookehim quickly downe 
& made him vomir'vp the water: & being 
alittle recouered they 'trufled him yp a- 
gaine,and powred in water as before, oft- 
ſoons taking him-downe when he ſeemed 
to beſtifled. * : £0, 

:. Tn this manner they handled him three 
or foure tymes with- water, till his body 
was ſwollen twiſe or thriſe' as big as be- 
fore, his cheeks like great bladders, & his 
eyes ſtaring, and ftrutting our wy his 
forchead : yet all this he bare without c6- 
fofling'any thing; In(o/much, as the Fil- 
call and: Tormentors'reuiled him , ſaying 
tharthe was a Deuill and no'Man, or ſurely 
he was x Witch;atlealt: had ſome Charme 
abour hini,ov wasinchanted; that He could 
beare o-much!. Wherefore they ear of his 
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25 
haire very short,as ſuppoling he had ſome 
witchcraft hidde therein . Atcerward they 
hoyſed him vp againe as before, and then 
burned him with lictell candels,in the bot- 
rome of his fecte , vnrill che'fat dropr our 
the candcls; yetthen applyed they fresh 
lights vato him: they burnt him alſo vn- 
der his clbows , and in the palmes of his 
hads ; likewiſe vader his arme-pits, vatill 
his entralls might be cuidently ſcene, 

Art laſt when they ſaw he could of him- 
ſelfe make no handſome Confellion, then 
they led him a long with queſtions & par- 
ticular circumſtances, by themſelues fra- 
med Being thus wearicd and oucrcome 
by the torment, he anſwered yea to what- 
ſocucrthey asked , whereby they drew frs 
him a body of confeſſion, to this cffe&, to 
wit: That Captayne Tower/on bad vpo New- 
yeares day laſt before, ſworne all the En- 
| glishar Ambopna to be ſecret, & aſliſtant to 
a plot that he had proiected with the help 
= the Taponeſes,to ſurpriſe the Caſtle , & to

put the Goneraour& the reſt of the Dutch 
to death. | 

Hauing thus martyted this poore man, 
they ſent him forth with foure feliowes, 
who carried him between them to a dun- 
geon, where he lay five or fix dayes without 
any Surgeon or other ro drefſe him, yatill 
his flesh being putrifhcd , great maggots 
dropt, & crept ir6' him in a moſt loathlom 
& noylome manner , T hus they finished 
their Sabborh-dayes worke': And it grow- 
ing now darke,they ſent the reſt of the En- 
olish that came that day from H:rro, & had 
till then attended 3n the Hall , firſt rothe 
Smiths Forge, where they were laden with 
Irons, & then to the ſame loathſlome dun« 
geon where Clarke and the reſt were, acco- 


Panicd with the poore Taponeſes, lying 1 


the putrifaction of their tortures. 

The next morning being monday the 
17. of February Stylo wer, William Gregs & 
Tohn Fardo , with certaine Taponeſes were 
brought into the place of examination. 


The 
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The Taponeſes were firſt moſt cruelly tot- 
tured to accule Gregs, which at lalt they 
did, & Gregs to auoyd the like torture con- 
felled all that the Fiſcall demanded . By & 
by, the like alſo was done by Tohn Fardo, & 
ho other 1aponeſes; but Fardo himlelfe in- 
dured the torture of water, and at laſt oon- 
felled whatlocuer the Fiſcall asked him, & 
ſo was (ent backe toepriſon. 

TT he ſame day allo Tohn Beamont was 
brought che ſecond tyme to the Filcalls 
Chamber, where one Capt, zyne Newport, a 
Dutchinans ſonne borne in England, was 
vlcd as an Interpreter . VVillam Gregs was 
alſo brought in.to accuſe him , who fayd, 
That w hea che conſultation fad taking of 
the Caltle was held, then he, the ſayd Bea- 
monr, was preſent. Bacwens denied-it with.

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| downe, hecleerely 'demonſtrated to Cap- 
rayne Nevport, & one Tobnſon a Dutch mer- 
chant then alſo preſent, that theſe things. 
could not be ſo,ncuerthelefle he was infor- 
ccd to put his hand to his Confefſhon, or 
elſc he muſt to the Torture againe; which 
to auoyde he {1b{cribed,and lo had a great 
jron bolt, and two shackels rtuerred to his 
legs, and then was carried back to priſon, 
After this , George Sherrocke an afli{tanc 
at Hitto, was called to the queſtion, who ſe- 
ing how grieuoully others were martyred, 
made his carneſt prayer ro God, ( as ſince 
vpon his oath he hath acknowledged )that 
he would ſuffer him ro make ſome (ach 
probable lyes againſt himſelf,as the Durch 
might belicuc , and therby eſcape the tor- 
. ment. Being brought to the Racke, the wa- 
ter prouided, & the Candles lighted, he 
was by the Goucrnour and Fiſcall exami- 
ned, and charged with the conſpiracy. He 
fell vpon his knees, and proteſted his In- 
nocency; Thea they commanded him -

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the Rack, and they ald him, ynlefle he 
would confefle, he should be tormented 
with fier and water vnto death, and then 
Should be drawne by the heeles to the gal- 
lowes, and there hanged vp.. Heſtill per» 
fiſting in his Innocecy, the Fiſcall bid him 
be hoyſed vp; the he craued reſpite a while 
and tould them, that he was at H:rro, and 
notat Amboyna vpon New-yeares day whe 
the conſultation was pretended, neyther 
had he bene there fince Nonember before, 
as was well knowne to ſundry of the Hok- 
landers themlelues, that reſided there alſo

- Hereupon they commanded him a+» 
gaine tothe Racke, bur he craning reſpite 
as before, now-tould them that he Fad ma- 
ny tymes heard Jobs Clarke (that was with 
him art H-rro;) ſay, that the Dutch had done 
them many vnſufferable wrongs, and that 
he would bereuenged of them: To which 
end he ha4 once broken with Captayne To- 
werſon, of a braue plot. At which wordes

was very muchoffeded with Clarke for the; 
motion, and from thenccforth could ne- 
ucr abide him, | | | 
_ Hereupon the Fiſcal called him Rogue, 

and layd heprated.,quite from the matter, 
. and should goe to the torture . He craued. 
fauour again, and began another tale, ro 
wit: That, ypon Twelt-day then laſt paſt, 
Tohu Clarke tould him at Hiuto, that-there 
was a practiſe to take the caſtle of Amboyna, 
and asked him whether he, would conſent 
thereunts? Whereupon he demanded of 
Clarke, whether Caprayne Towerſon knew of 

| any 
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any ſuch matter, which Clarke affirming, 
then he ( the ſayd Sherrock ) ſayd , that he 
would doe as the reſt did , 'Then the Fif- 
callasked him , what tyme the Conlulta- 
tion was held ? He anſwered in Nouember 
laſt. The Fiſcall ayd:, that could not be, 
for the conſultation was vpon' New-yeares 
day ,'The prifotier fayd-as before, chac he 
had not bene in Amboyna from the firſt of 
December,till now,that he was brought thi- 
ther: Why the, quortythe Fiſeall;have yoa 
belicd your ſelfe? Whereto the Priſoner re- 
folutely anſwered, Thar all he had fpoken 
touching any treaſon, was falſe*& feygned 
onely'to auoydrorimetit. 17 Y 
Then went the Fiſcall our into ano» 
ther roome vnto the Goucrnour, & anone - 
returned , &fent Sherrock backe to priſon; 
The next day he was called againe, and 4 
writing preſented him,wherein was framed 
a formall Confeſſion of his laſt Coference 
with Clarke at Hitto,, touching the plot to 
take the Caſtle of 4mboyna-; which being 
; read 
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read ever to him; the Fiſcall asked him 
whether it were trucor no? He anſwered 
no. Why then fayd the Fiſcall did you c6- 
felle it? He anſwered, tor feare of torment, 
[The Filcall., and-che-relt in a great rage 
tould him he lyed-, his mouth had ſpoken 
it, and I&-WASFLUC, and therefore he should 
ſublcribe. it;)Which he yer refuling ro do, 
they layd hands on him, to bring hjm to 
the torture; (o then he ſubſcribed it: which 
as ſooge as he hag} done, he fell preſently 
into a great paſſion, charging them bitrer- 
ly to be guiley of the! Innocent bloud of 
himlſclfe, and the zeſt, which they-should 
looke to anſwere for, at the day of Iudge- 
ment; withall he grapled with the Filcall, 
and would haye ſtopped him from carry- 
ing in the Confeſſion to the Gouernour, 
with-whome he alſocraued to ſpeake; but 
he. was inſtantly layd hould on, and car- 
ricd away to priſon, 

. .F William Webber being next examined, 
was tould by the Fiſcall, char Jobs rs" 
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had confcſfed' him'to haue bene at Amboy- 
nz on New-yeares day, and ſworne to Cap- 
fare Towerſons' plot Wc. All which he de- 
nicd , alleging that he was that day at La- 
ka ;yer being brought to the torture, he 
then confeſſed he had bene at the conſul- 
tation at Amboyna y port New-yeates day, 
with-all thereſt of the circumſtances,as he' 
was asked in order; who alſo further tould 
them, he had receaued a letter from Tobn 
Clarke after , which'was a poſtſcript, excu- 
ſing his bricfe wryting at that tyme, for 
that there was great bulinefſe thenin bid: 
but.one Reymere a Dutch merchant then 
ſariding by, tould che Governour, that v- 
pon New-yeares day, the tyme of this pre-+ 
tended conſultation YFebber and he were 
merry topeatherat 'Earika; ſo the Gouer- 
nour' bading that be had' falfly 'accufed 
himſelfe', left him, and went out, butthe 
Fifcall-held on ,*vpon the other point tou- 
cimpurhe Polt(cripe 6f' Clarkes letter, vr- 
ging him'ro- shew the ſame, which _ 
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he could not doe, though: oftenterrified 
with the torture, he gaue him reſpyte,pro- 
miſing to ſaue his life, if he would os 
that letter. | Nr Vo 
. Then Captapne Towerſon brought was 
to examination , and shewed what others 
had confeficd of hjm,he deeply preteſting, 
his Innocency. Sawwel Colſon was, braught 
toconfront bim', who , being tould that 
vnleflc he would now made good his for- 
mer Canfeſlig.againk, Capraine Towers) he 
should tothe torture againe , very coldly 
reafhrmed the farac,, and ſo was ſent away. 

... They allo-brought Y7illiam Gregs,, 18. 
Tohn,Fardo; to, iuſtibe; their former. Contel: 
fions to his face; but Captame Towerſonſe- 
riouſly charging thero, as they would an- 
ſwerc,1tat the, dreadful day, of; Judgment, 
ro {pcake. nothing hutthe truth, both:of; 
the inſtantly fell downe vpen their knees: 
before him, praying him for Gods ſake rs! 
forgiue.them;. and laying further;ppealy. 
betorc them all,-rhat whatlocucr they 209 
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fortherly confeſſed, was moſt fFalle, and 
ſpoken only to auoyd torment. With that 
the Fiſcall and the reſt offered them againe 
the eorture , which they 'not able to in- 
dure, did then: affirme their former Con- 
fellions to be true, 

W hen Colſon (who had accuſed Captarne 
Towerſon as before ) was required to (et his 
hand to his Confeſſion, he asked the Fil- 
call , vpon whoſe head he thought the fin 
would lye! Whether ypon his _ Was CO- 
ſtrayned to confeſle what was falle , or v- 
pon the Conſtrayners ? The Fiſcall, after 
alittle pauſe vpon this queſtion , went in 
to the Gouernour, being then in another 
roome, bur anone returaing, told Colſon 
he muſt ſubſcribe , which hedid, yetwith- 
all made this proteſtation:Well(quoth he) 

ou make me to accuſe my ſelfe, & others 

of that which is as falſe , as God is true; for 

God is my witneſle, 1 am as innocet as the 
child new borne, 

T hus hauing examined all that bel6-

ged'to the English Company of the ſeue» 
rall Factories in the Iland of Amboyna, the 
21. of February they cxamined Tobn VP e- 
therall Fatour of Cambelio in the Iland of 
Seran: he confeſled he was at Amboyna vpo 
New-yeares day, but for the conſultation 
whereof he was demanded,he ſaid he knew 
ofnoother, buttouching certaine cloath 
of the English Copany, that lay in the Fa- 
&ories rotten, & worm-eaten, which they 
aduiſed together , how to put off for the 
beit auaile of theyr imployers., The Go» 
ucrnourſayd, they queſtioned him not a- 
bout cloath, but of-treaſon. W-hereof when 
he had proteſted his Innocency, he was for 
that tyme diſmiſſed. : but the next day he 
was ſent for againe, and Capraine Towerſos 
brought ro-confront , and accuſe. him, ha- 
ving before (itſcemes) confeſſed fomwhar 
againſt him . But M..Tower/on ſpake now 
theſe words onely ::0. M. FPetherall, M, 
VVetherall, fpeake the truth, and nothin 


but the truth , as God $hall pur iato your 
hart.. 
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hart , So. Captaine Tower ſos was put out a- 
gaine, and YVetherdll —_— to the tor- 
ture of watcr, with great threats , that 
if water. would not. make him confeſle;, 
fier should , He praycd them torell him 
what he Should ſay , or to write downe 
what they would, and he would ſubſcri- 
beit., They ſayd, that he aceded no Tu- 
tour , they would make him confeſſe of 
himſelfe . But when they had trufſed him 
vp foure ſcuerall tymes, and ſaw that he 
knew not what to lay, then they read him 
other mens Confeſſions, and asked him 
from. point to point, as they had done 0- 
thers, and he ſtill anſwered yea to all. : 
Next was called in Tohn Poole, Wetheralls 

aſſiſtant at Cambeilo,but he prouing that he 
was not at Amboyna lince Nouember, vn- 
till now-when he was brought thither-pri- 
ſoner, & being poke for by one Jobs Toof, 
thit had bene long tyme well acquainted 
with him, was diſmilledwithour torture, 

'Then was Thomas Ladbrooke (cruant to 
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MW etherall,” & Poole at Combelſo, brought 
co be examined, bur prouing that he was 
at Cambello, at the tyme of the pretended 
conſultation ,!and ſcruing in ſuch-quahity 
as that hewas neuer acquainted with any 
of the letters from the Agent of Amboyna, 
wasealily and quickly difen led. 

Ephrem Ramſey was alſo cxamined y- 
pon the whole precended conſpiracy , and 
particulerly queſtioned concerning AM. 
Weldenthe English Aget in Banda; bur de- 
nying al,& prouing he'was not at Amboyna 
on New-ycares day , beingalfoſpoken for 
by Tobn Tooſt, was diſmifled , after he had 
. hanged vpon the racke a good while, with 
his Irons ypon his legs, and the cloth a- 
bour his necke. | 

Laſtly Tohn Sadler, Seruant to PV illiam 
Gregs at Larika, was examined, bur bein 
found to haue bene abſent from Amboyna 
at New-ycares tyde, when Gregs & others 
were there, he was diſmiſſed. 

1 hus haue we heere (et downe all theyr 
CX- 


examinations, torturcs, & confeſſions, be- 
ing the worke of 8, dayes, from the 15, tg 
the 23. of February. After which being two 
dayes reſpite before ghe ſentece, John Poole 
being himſelfe acquitted , as aforeſayd, 
wentto the priſon to viſit Joby Fardo,, one 
of thoſe that had accuſed Captane Tower (6. 
To him Faro religioully proteſted his In- 
nocecy, but eſpecially his ſorrow for accu- 
ſing Captaine Towerſon: For,;fayd he, the 
feare of death doth nothjng diſmay me; fox 
God1 truſt will be MY to-my ſoule 
according to the Innocency,of my caule; 
the opely matter that troubleth me 18,that 
throgh "a of tormet Fhane accuſed thas 
Fonck godly ma.Captaine Towerſon, whom 
]_thinke in my conlcienge, was ſo vpright 
ang honeſt towards all men-, that he har- 
boured no ill will wanygmuch lefle would 
attempt any (auch buſinelle as he. is accuſed 
of. He further ſayd, be would before his 
death. reccaue the, Sacrament, in acknow- 
ledgmee that he had accuſed Caprarue Tow- 
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erſon falſely, & wrongfully , only for feare 


of torment, | 
"The 25. of February Srylo ver. all the 
priſoners, as wel English,as the Portugeſe, 
and the Taponeſes, were brought into the 
great Hall of the Caſtle, and were there ſ0- 
lemly codemned,except Tohn Poole, Ephrens 
Ramſey, obs Sadler, & Thomas Ladbrooke for- 
merly acquitted, as aforeſayd. ; 

* Captain Towerſon hauing bene (during 
all his impriſoameac) kepra part from the 
teſt; (o that none of them could come to 
ſpeake with him, wrote much in his chatm- 
ber, as fome of the Durchreported,butall 
was ſupprefled , ſaue only a'billof debt, 
which one Tewunzs Jobnſon. a free Burger got 
of him by fauour ofhis Keeper , for ac- 
knowledgmerthat theEnglis Conbany 
owed him a certainfonie,of money,” In the 
end of thjs bill he wrott#thefe words : Firs 
med by the firme of me Gabrigl 'Towerls ,now 
appointed to dye,gniltleſie of apy thily that tab be 
willy layd to my charge: God forgive them their 
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lte,and receaue me to bis mercy . Amen. 'This 
Bill being broughe co M. Y/Ydden the Eni 
glish Agent at Baxda, he payed the money, 

& receauedin the acknowledgmen , 
William Gregs ( that had before ac- 
culed Caprayne Towe! + Howe thele words 
following in his Table-booke: We whoſe 
names are here ſpecified, Iohn Beamont merchans 
of Loho, YV/ilium Gregs merchant of Lari- 
ka, Abel Price Surgeon of Arboyna , Robert 
Browne T aylour, who doe beree'l ye priſoners in 
the sh1þ Rotterdam, berng apprehended for con- 
ſpiracy of blowing þ the Caiile of Amboyna, 
CV, heing adiudged to death this fifth of March 


Anno 1622. we through torment yere conſtrets 


ned to ſpeake that which we nener meant nor once 
imagimed,the which we take -vpon our deathes,W* 
ſaluation . They tortured cos with that extreme 
torment of fier & water, that flesh {7 bloud could 
not 1ndure ..

Samuel Colſon alſo, another that accuſed 
Capraine Towers, wrote as followeth in the

gecs , and the Catechiſme. 
| Inone page thus : 
March the 5. Stylo noue, Being Sundays 
aboard the Rotterdam lying in Irons , unaer-

At 
which words cucry one of the reſt cryed 

out, Amen for me, Amen for me, good Lord. 
This done, ech of them knowing 
whom he had accuſed, went one to another 
begging forgiueneſle for their falſe accuſa- 
tion, being wrong from the by the paynes, 
or feare of torture, And they all freely for- 
aue one another, for none had bene ſo 
falſely accuſed, but himſelfe had accuſed 
another as fallly, In particuler George Sher- 
rock, who ſuruiued'to relate this nights pal- 
ſage, kneeled downe to Toby Clarke, whom 
'behad accuſed of:the tale at Hztro , aboue 
mentiones;: and-craued. forgiuencs at his 
hands. Clarke freely forgaue him, ſaying;

thers. After thus they ſpentthe reſt of that 
doleful night in praycr,linging of plalmes,.

wine, bidding them. drinke luſtich , and:

V pon the morrow. morning: being the 
Execution. day, the 27. of February Srylo- 
vet. Iohn Poole being freed, as-is aboue re- 
cited;came into the roome where the con- 
demned perſons were, and found'them at 
prayer. They all requeſted himto relate 
xnro. their friends in. England. the-Inno- 
cency of their cauſe, taking ir ypon their 
_ death; rhatwhat they had cofeſſed againſt. 
themſelues & others,touching this crime, 
was all falſe; andforced. by feare., andtor--

The fame morning P7ill:am Webber 

was called againe into x Fifcals roome, 
and there preſled to produce the letter 
which he had before confetled to haue re- 
ceaued from John Clarke, in the poſt(cript 
wherof ſome great buſines was intimated: 
they promiſed him his life if he would de- 
liuer, or produce tha letter ; which al- 
though he did not, nor indeed could not, 
yet at laſt they pardoned him, & ſent him 
to the reſt that were ſaued , and Sherrockal- 

ſo with him, | 

That morning alſo Emmanuel Tompſon 
ynderſtanding that Toby Beamont was par- 
doned, made meanes to haue him come 
and ſpeake with him ; which with much a 
doe he obteyned . Beamont found him fit- 
ting ina chamber all alone, in a moſt mi- 
ſcrable fashion, the wounds of his torture 
being bound vp, but the matter and gore 
bloud iſſuing though the cloutes; he tooke 
M. Beamont by the hand , and prayed him 
when he came into England, to doe his 
G 2 ducty 
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ducty to the Honourable Company his 
Maiſters, to -M.. Robinſon, and:his Brother 
Billingſly, and:to certific them of his Inno- 
cency,which(fayd he)you your (elfe know 
well inough. 

All things prepared for the Executis, 
the condemned were brought forth of the 
Hall, along: by the Chamber, where the 
quitted & pardoned men were , who ſtood 
in the dore,to-giuc and take the farwell of 
theyr Countrimen now going to execu- 
tion , Staying a little for this purpoſe,they 
prayed andcharged thole chat were ſaued, 
to beare witnefle to their friends in En- 
gland. of their Innocency., and.that they 
died not Traitors, but-ſo many Innocents 
meerely murdered by the Hollanders , 
whome they prayed God to forgiue thejp 
bloud-thirſtinefle, and to hauc mercy v- 
pon their owne ſoules. 

Being brought out into the Caſtle 
Yard, their ſentence was there read vnto 
them from a Gallery, and then they were 

| o carried 
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carried tothe place of execution, together 
with nine laponeſes & the Portugeſe,not the 
ordinary and short way, but round about 
in a long-proceſhion through the towne, 
the way garded by five Companies of ſol- 
diers Dutch and Amboyneſes, and thronged 
with the Natiues of that land, who vpon 
the ſummons giuen, the day before, by 
the ſound of a Druamme , flocked thither 
to bchould this triumph of the Dutch o- 
ucr the English. 

Samuel Colſon had concciued a Prayer 
in wryting, in the end whereof he pro- 
teſted his Innocency : which prayer he 
rcad to his fellowes the night before, and 
now allo at the place of execution denout- 
ly pronounced the ſame : then threw-away 
x paper, whichthe Gouernour cauſed to 
be brought to him, and kepr it. 

Emmanuel Tompſon tould the reſt , he 
did not doubt but God would shew ſome 
ſigne of their Innocecy;& euery one of the 


relt tooke it ſcuerally vpon their deathes,, 
G 3 that 
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that they were vtterly guileleſſe, and fo 
one by one with grear cheerctulneſle (uffe- 
red the fatall ſtroke. 

The Portugeſe prayed hoe his Beades 
very deuoutly , & often killed the Crofle, 
ſwearing thereon that he was veterly in- 
nocent of this Treaſon; yet confeſſed that 
God had iuſtfy broughr chis punishment 
vpon him, forthat he havirig a wife in his 
owne Countrey, bad by the perſwaſion of 
the Dutch Goucrnqur, taken another in 
that Country, his firſt being yet living. 

The Taponefes Tikewite according to 
their religion shut vp their laſt a& witch 
like vrofelfion of their Innocency. So that 
there ſuffered cen Englishmen , wid. Cs 
zaine Gabriel Towerſonthe Agent of the En- 
glish at Amboyna, Samuel Colſon Factor at 
Hitto , Emmanuel Tompſon Aliftane at 4m- 
boyna , Timothy Tohnſon Aſſiſtant there al- 
ſo, Tohn Wetherall Factor at Cambello, Iobn 
Clarke Aſliſtant at Hiro , PFilliam Gregs 
Factor at Larika, lobn Fardo ſteward of the 

houſe, 
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honſe, Abel Price m_—_ & Robert Browne 
Taylour. They had prepared a cloth of 
black Veluer for Capraine Towerſons body 
to fall ypon , which being ſtayned, and de- 
faced with his bloud, they afterwards put 
tothe account of the Englih Company. 
. Atthe Inſtant of the execution, there a- 
role a great darkneſle,with a ſudden & vio- 
lent blaſt of winde and tempeſt, whereby 
rwo of the Dutch ships riding in the Har- 
bour, were drinen from their Ankers,and 
with great labour and difhculty ſaucd frs 
the rockes. Within a- fewdayes after one . 
W:Jham: Dunkin, who had tould the Gouer- 
nour, that Robers Browne the English Tay- 
lour had a few monthes before tould him, 
| he hoped within 6. months the English 
Should haue as much todoe in the Caſtle 
of Amboyna as the Dutch : This fellow co- 
ming vpon an cuening/to the graue where 
the English were buried, being all ( ſauing 
Captaine T owerlon ) laid in one pit, fell 
downe vpon the grauc,, and hauing layne 

there 
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there a while, roſe vp againe ſtarke mad, 
and ſo continued 2; or 3: dayes togeather, 
and then dyed. Forthwichialſo felt a new 
ſicknefle at Amboyna, which {wept away a- 
bout a thouſand people Dutcharid Amboye 
neſes;'in the {pace wherein viually there 
dyed not abouc-thirty, at other ſeaſons, 
Theſe ſignes 'were by the: ſuruiuing En+ 

lish referred tothe confident prediction 
of Emmanuel Tompſon abouc-namtd,: and 
wereby che Amboyneſes interpreted as a.to« 
kenof the wrath of God, for'this-Barba- 
rous Tyranny ofthe Hollanders, ' | 
The next day aftet che execution, be- 

ing the 28;dayof February Stylo wetert,was 
ſpent in tryumph for the new Generall of 
the Dutch then proclaymed, & in publike 
reioycing for the: deliuerance from this 
pretended Treaſon . The: day following 
Ling the firſt of March,Jobn Beamor,George 
Sherrock, Edward Collins, & VV illiam Webber 
were brought to the Gouernour , who told 
W ebber , Beamont, & Sherrock that they were 
pars 
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ardoned in honor of their new General, 
and Collins, that he was to goe to laceatray, 
there to ſtand to the fauor of the Generall. 
So the Goucrnour made the drinke Wine 
with him, and curteoully diſmiſſed them, 
willing them to go & conſule with the reſt 
that were ſaucd who were fit to be placed 
in the ſeucrall FaQories : which done,and 
their opin16s reported to the Gouernour, 
he accordingly commanded ech to their 
place, adding , that he would thenceforth 
take ypon him the patronage and gouern« 
ment of the Eaatich. Companyes bufines, 
To which purpoſe he had then: within a 
few daycs palt, opened a letter that came 
from the English Preſident ar laccatray di- 
rected ra" Cafirame Fowerſon, being as' he 
layd the brit English letter that ever he ins 
tercepted; further ſaying, he was glad that 
hc found ibyrbarlerter; char'the-English at 
Excatriup were Innocenc touching this bu< 
fern ri) toe not 21069 LH BINS. > 
1.1 5 The Goucrnour.andiFiſfcall hauing 
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thus made an cnd at Amboyna, diſpatched 
themliclues for Banda,where they made ve- 
ry diligent inquiry againſt Cattatne W eldew 
tlic English Agent there ; but finding no 
colour nor shadow of guilt to lay hould 
on, at laſt entertained him with curteous 
ſpeaches, profcfling to be very glad, that 
they found him, as well as the English at 
laccatray, to be without ſuſpicion of this 
Treaſon, as they termed it. FYeden per- 
ceauing the diſorder and confuſion of the 
English Companies affayres at :Amboyna, 
by. meanes of this. dealing-of rhe Dutch, 
forchwith. hired a Ptanale at Banda, and 
oe to. Amboyna,, where inſtantly vypon 
is arrivall he recalled. the companycs (cr- 
yants, ſcnt.as before by the Duch Gouer- 
nour to the-vnder-FaRories, FE "05 
_ Hauing inquired of them, and the 
zeſt that were left at: dmboyna of the whole 
proceedings lately paſſed, he found by the 
conſtant and agreingrelation of them all, 
that there was no ſuch Txcaſon of the En- 
cd F —_ glish 
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glish as was pretended ; As alſo what ftraje 
command the Gouernour had giue to the 
furuiuing Engli1sh not once toralke,or c0- 
ferre with the Country people concernin 
this blouddy buſines, alchough the yd 
Country people cuery day reproached the 
with Treaſon, and a blouddy intention to 
haue maſlacred the Natiues, and to haue 
ripped vp to bellies of the women with 
child , and ſuch like ſtuffe ; wherewith the 
Dutch had poſſcſled the poore Vulgar, to 
make the English odious vnto them. T he 
ſaid M. YVYelden therfore finding it to ſore 
neither wich che honour, nor profit of the 
English'Company his Maiſters to hold a- 
ny Tater reſidence in Amboyna, he tooke 
this poore remnant of the English alonge 
with him in the ſayd hired Pinnaſe fe 
Laccatray, whither the Gouernour had ſcat 
Tohn Beamont and Edward Collins before, as 
men condemned, and left tothe mercy of 
the Generall, | | | 
When this heauy newes of Amboyue

came to ——_ L Re: to the he Eghia there, 
the Preſider forthwith ſent tor General 
of the Dutch, to know by what. authoricy: 
the Gouernour at Amboyna had thus pros 
ceeded againit the English, and how he, 
and the reitot the Dutch there at laccatray 
did approve theſe proceedings?! Ihe :Ge- 
nerall returncd for anſwere, that. the Go- 
wernaur of Amboyna his authority was de- 
rived from that of the Lords Statcs Genes 
xall of 'the Vinited Netheriands, vnder 
whome he had lawtull lueiſdiction both in 
Criminall and Ciuill cauſes, within the 
diſtrict of Amibopna. Further allo that ſuch 
procecdinge- was neceſſary againit Trai- 
wors , ſuch as the English cxecuted at An 
hoyna might appearc tobe by theyr owne 
confeſſions; A Coppy whereof he there» 
vichſent vacothe Enaglish.Prelident, who 
nt the ſame backe co be authcntically CET» 
whicd, burreceaucd itnotagaine. 
Hitherto hath. bene recited the bare 


and naked narration of the progreite and 


pal- 
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paſſages of this Aftion, as fri takenbur 
of the depoſitiss of fix ſcucrallEnglish fs 
Qors, whereof foure were condemned,'the 
ether two acquitted in this Procefle of 4wa 
boyna , hauing byn all ſince their returne 
inco Englad,examined vpon their oathes, 
Irithe Admiralty'Court , Theparticulers 
of Captaine' Towerfow, as alſo of Emmanuel 
Tomp/oni examinations & anſwers, are nox 
yet cotne'to light; by reaſon that theſe rwo

Circumſtances diſperied in the ſcuerall

of Amboyna,and the partes adioyning . Ems- 
mannel Tompſon in the Interim, andthe very
